ONLY ONE-THIRD OF 


NORMAL VOTE POLLED 


General Misunderstanding and Lack of Interest Spell 


Defeat for New Municipal Go vernment-tL D. Beach

By a majority of 43 votes the electors 
of t Co>hoctou. 
or 


rather the comparative few who saw iii to make their way to the 
polls, defeated the proposition ro choose a commission to draw 
up a new municipal charter, at Tuesday's election. A wide misun- 
derstanding on the parr of the people as to ju;>t what the election 
meant is given by friends of the proposition as the 
principal 


reason for defeat. 


-Just SSI votes were cast on the proposition. 
The city poll 


shows in the neighborhood of 2.400 electors so that only about one- 
third of the votes were east. Of these. 419 favored the election of 
a commission and 462 opposed. 


The fourth ward was the only one in which the proposition 


carried. In one of the precincts of this ward. Precinct A., the vote 
was a tie at 50 to 50. In B. C and D it was given a majority 
in 


favor. In the first ward, precinct C favored the proposition while 
A and B showed majorities against it. Both precincts A and B oE 
the second ward showed majorities against. In the third ward, 
preemct A was "for" and precinct B "against." 


Had the proposition carried, the returns show that the So- 


cialists would have been represented on the commission. 
L. X. 


Staats, one of the candidates put in the running by this party 
being among the first fifteen. The highest vote was cast for II. D. 
Beach, the -well known manufacturer.
